As the city heads into the new year, Mayor 
Peter Kelly says he wants to build a 
stronger relationship with the province. He 


also wants a portion of the gas tax. 

In an interview this week, Kelly said it’s 
time for the Nova Scotia NDP to follow the 
lead of other Canadian provinces. 

“(The province) should be looking at re¬ 
bating or giving back as they do elsewhere 
in the country,” he said, noting that Ed¬ 


monton and Calgary receive five cents on 
every gas-tax dollar from their provincial 
government, Vancouver receives 12.5 cents 
and Montreal receives 1.5 cents. 

A spokesman from the Finance Depart¬ 
ment was not available for comment yes¬ 
terday.

Angela Curran did about 
75 per cent of her holiday 
shopping Thursday. 

“Working for the post 
office, this is our busy 
time so there’s not a lot of 
time to shop,” Curran said 
while hitting the stores at 
the Halifax Shopping Cen¬ 
tre Thursday. 

Curran was one of 
scores of last-minute 
shoppers flooding the 
mall. Although Christmas 
Day is, well, this week¬ 
end, she insisted she’s not 
stressed. 

Jeff Bishop, another 
last-minute shopper, was 
also managing to keep his 
cool in the mayhem. 

“I’m not worried ... I al¬ 
ready know everything 
I’m going to get people,” 
he said. “I’m in and out.” 

Amber Clark, manager 
of the shoe store Feetfirst, 
said she always sees an in¬ 
crease in shoppers in the 
days leading up to Christ¬ 
mas, but traffic is down 
from previous years. 

“Not as many people 
are buying and a lot of 
people are waiting until 
after Christmas to get 
stuff now,” Clark said, 
adding that a lot of people 
are buying gift cards 
rather than merchandise. 

Clark herself admits 
that she’s a last-minute 
shopper, too. 

She’ll 
be buying all her presents 
today on her break, she 
said. 



Bluenose II 
assets turned over 


A tentative agreement 
could end a lengthy dis¬ 
pute between the Nova 
Scotia government and the 
former operator of the 
famed schooner Bluenose 
II. 

The province an¬ 
nounced Thursday that 
about $1 million in funds 
and assets will be trans¬ 
ferred from the Bluenose II 
Preservation Trust Society 


to a new volunteer-led 
foundation. 

The Schooner Bluenose 
Foundation is being estab¬ 
lished to raise funds for 
the continued operation of 
the province’s sailing am¬ 
bassador. 

The society, led by Sen. 
Wilfred Moore, operated 
the ship from 1994 to 
2005, when the previous 
Tory government gave the 


contract to another opera¬ 
tor. 

Moore had said in 2006 
that he’d wind down the 
trust and turn over the 
cash and assets to an inde¬ 
pendent body that had yet 
to be established. 

Tourism Minister Percy 
Paris said the transfer will 
be completed in the new 
year.

Two killed 
in accidents 

ROADS. Two people have 
died in separate accidents 
in northern Nova Scotia 
and the Annapolis Valley, 
police say. 

RCMP in Pugwash say a 
33-year-old woman from 
Wallace died in a two-ve¬ 
hicle collision in the com¬ 
munity at about 7 p.m. 
Wednesday. She was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the 
scene, while a 17-year-old 


boy was taken to hospital 
with non-life-threatening 
injuries. 

The second crash, a sin¬ 
gle-vehicle accident just 
west of Kingston, claimed 
the life of a 25-year-old 
Annapolis County man.

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O A year and a half into his mandate, Premier Darrell Dexter muses on the difference 
between government and opposition © Premier places importance on a public-private life 
divide, stresses the importance of family dinners and reading lists 
O Tough tests lay ahead for Nova Scotia’s first NDP government

A fter his first full 
year in office, Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter says he’s 
gained quite a perspective 
on the difference between 
being in power and being 
in opposition. 

“I can’t remember 
who, but somebody said 
years ago the worse possi¬ 
ble training for govern¬ 
ment is opposition,” 
laughed Dexter. “And 
there’s an element of 
truth to that.” 

Reflecting on the past 
year from his office on 
the top floor of One Gov¬ 
ernment Place, Dexter 
said it is much more com¬ 
plicated to develop poli¬ 
cies and initiatives than 
to simply criticize every¬ 
thing that comes from the 
government of the day. 

“The answers in oppo¬ 
sition are very simple, 
and they’re designed to 
be a sound bite. When 
you’re in government, 
everything you do re¬ 
quires a firm public policy 
underpinning, it affects 
the budgets of depart¬ 
ments,” said Dexter. 

“ft is sometimes frus¬ 
trating to have a well- 


thought-out, well-con¬ 
structed public policy 
piece to go up against a 
slogan on a billboard.” 

Dexter admits, howev¬ 
er, that he and his party 
were no strangers to 
sound bite sniping pre- 
June 2009, when his party 
swept to power. 

“(Policy) has the value 
of consultation, the in¬ 
vestment of resources, 
and (slogans are) simply 
designed for political im¬ 
pact. And we were pretty 
good at the latter. I mean, 
we knew it pretty well. 
But it is a different thing 
when you’re in govern¬ 
ment.” 

Political gamesman¬ 
ship aside, Dexter said 
there is a real danger to 
dealing with criticism on 
a daily basis. 

“It is often difficult to 
recognize what criticism 
is genuine, and what criti¬ 
cism is manufactured,” he 
said. “If you just see a lot 
of it all the time, you can 
become desensitized to 
the real genuine concerns 
that people have. That’s 
why it’s very important 
for my caucus and my 
cabinet ministers that 
they be out in their com-

munities, that they don’t 
spend all their time in 
their offices.” 

The past year certainly 
held its share of criticism 
for the government — 
from the February’s MLA 
expense scandal to July’s 
HST increase and Decem¬ 
ber’s opposition filibuster 
of changes to the Labour 
Act. 

The first six months of 
the year were particularly 
arduous according to Dex¬ 
ter, but he feels his gov¬ 
ernment is better for 
getting through them. 

“It meant that some of 
the toughest days for po¬ 


litical people took place 
very early on. I think it 
made our caucus mem¬ 
bers stronger, I think it 
made the cabinet mem¬ 
bers stronger,” said Dex¬ 
ter. 

“They got through 
those difficult days and I 
think emerged on the oth¬ 
er side with a clearer 
sense of who they were 
and what they wanted to 
accomplish.” 

Dexter preferred to fo¬ 
cus on the past six 
months — noting high¬ 
lights like the Daewoo- 
Trenton wind turbine 
plant, the multibillion- 
dollar energy deal be¬ 
tween Nova Scotia Power 
and Newfoundland’s Nal- 
cor, the response to John 
Ross’ emergency room re¬ 
port, and the agreement 
between Halifax Regional 
Municipality and the 
province on the proposed 
downtown convention 
centre. 

“When you’re first 
starting these things, 
they’re kind of in the 
aether, and you kind of 
don’t know how they’re 
going to manifest them¬ 
selves,” said Dexter. 

But Dexter thinks some 


of his government’s poli¬ 
cy priorities are finally 
starting to fall into place. 

“You’ve seen a lot of 
pieces of public policy 
that have come forward 
in, I think, a very, very 
thoughtful and progres¬ 
sive manner.” 

Of course, those poli¬ 
cies are also open to criti¬ 
cism. Dexter relates a 
story of a conversation he 
had with former Halifax 
mayor Allan O’Brien 
when Dexter was serving 
on Dartmouth City Coun¬ 
cil. When faced with a 
tough decision on coun¬ 
cil, Dexter sought 
O’Brien’s advice. 

“He said if you do 
things for the right rea¬ 
sons, you will never have 
to wonder why you did it. 
Years later, when some¬ 
body asks you to justify a 
decision, he said you will 
forget all the circum¬ 
stances around it, but if 
you did it for the right 
reasons, that’s what you’ll 
remember.” 

“If you personally feel 
comfortable that you are 
doing the right thing for 
the right reasons, that 
makes all the difference 
in the world.” 


The elephant 

The coming year will be a 
tough test for Dexter’s gov¬ 
ernment, with a projected 
$370-miUion deficit loom¬ 
ing on the horizon — the 
largest projected deficit of 
the government’s oft-cited 
“back to balance" plan. 

The effect of departmental 
budget spending restraints 
will likely become more ap¬ 
parent as 2011 progresses. 

P- In addition to spending re¬ 
straint, the province will 
embark on negotiating a 
new memorandum of un¬ 
derstanding with Nova 
Scotian universities. If 
spending on universities 
were taken into account in 
this week's budget update, 
the province would not be 
running a $97-million sur¬ 
plus, but rather a $ 244 -mil- 
lion deficit. With the 
O'Neill report recommend¬ 
ing sweeping changes to 
the way universities in No¬ 
va Scotia operate — 
changes not welcomed by 
student groups — those 
negotiations could prove to 

[ be rocky.

O Court agrees woman did not consent to sex 
with boyfriend’s identical twin brother 


A sexual assault case in 
which the victim 
thought she was having 
sex with a man’s identi¬ 
cal twin brother will not 
be heard by Canada’s 
highest court. 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada has denied the 
man, who cannot be 
named, leave to appeal 
his conviction. 

After a party one night 
in September 2006 the 
woman, who had con¬ 
sumed most of a bottle of 
wine, went to sleep in 
the bed of a man with 
whom she had a consen¬ 
sual sexual relationship. 


Appeals 

The man appealed his sex 
assault conviction, saying 
the trial judge was wrong 
in finding the mistaken 
identity meant the woman 
didn’t consent to sex. 

► Appeal declined The Court 
of Appeal for Ontario up¬ 
held his conviction earlier 
this year and yesterday the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
declined to hear his 
appeal of that decision. 

Later, she awoke to 
someone having sex with 


her and assumed it was 
the man with whom she 
had a relationship. 

She called out the 
man’s name several 
times and when he said 
nothing throughout the 
act she turned on the 
light, only to discover it 
was the man’s twin 
brother. 

In the Ontario Appeal 
Court decision in June, 
the panel of judges wrote 
that the woman did not 
agree to sexual inter¬ 
course with anyone other 
than the man with whom 
she had a relationship.

The tales of Canadians 
trapped in European air¬ 
ports made headlines this 
week. But hundreds of for¬ 
gotten Canadians are 
trapped abroad for far 
longer, and some may never 
go home again. 

They are people jailed, 
often through no fault of 
their own, or kept as virtual 
prisoners by laws not recog¬ 
nized by Ottawa. Most have 
families also held prisoner 
by fear for their loved ones. 

Ottawa says it is well 
aware of cases of unjust im¬ 
prisonment and is working 
behind the scenes to reme¬ 
dy them. But officials say 


that there are limits to what 
diplomacy can do and that 
the majority of the 1,000 or 
so Canadians behind bars in 
other countries were break¬ 
ing those countries’ laws. 

Critics are not convinced. 

“Unless these matters are 
raised with significant pres¬ 
sure they tend to drop out,” 
says Dan McTeague, Liberal 
consular affairs critic. 
“Some of them are made 
more difficult by an inco¬ 
herent Conservative ideolo¬ 
gy that hinders effective 
advocacy by the govern¬ 
ment in helping the lost 
and forgotten.”

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Royal coins: An 
inconvenient truth 


O Commemorative coins derided for likeness of royal 
couple O William looks more like A1 Gore, say critics 


Britain's Royal Mint on 
Thursday released a com¬ 
memorative coin featuring 
portraits of Prince William 
and his bride-to-be, but 
critics said the results were 
far from lifelike. 

Images of the couple on 
the memento bear little re¬ 
semblance to either the 
prince or his 28-year-old 
betrothed. Middleton ap¬ 
pears plump in the face 
and lips and has bags un¬ 


der her eyes, while some 
critics suggested William 
looks more like former 
U.S. vice-president A1 Gore. 

Available in silver or 
gold, the five-pound ($7.75 
Cdn) coin — which costs 
9.99 pounds ($15.50) to 
buy — marks the April 29 
wedding of the second-in¬ 
line to the British throne. 

“This coin is of histori¬ 
cal importance, to get it so 
wrong seems ridiculous,” 


Ingrid Seward of Majesty 
magazine told Britain's 
Sky News. 

The Royal Mint said the 
coin was designed by its in- 
house engraving team and 
both the Queen and Prince 
William had given their 
consent to the design.

Two pipeline compa¬ 
nies, Alberta, Canada- 
based TransCanada Corp.

Mysterious lights in the 
sky and even a flying 
saucer are among the re¬ 
ported UFO sightings de¬ 
tailed in classified 
documents released by 
New Zealand’s militaiy 
this week. 

The thousands of docu¬ 
ments cover more than 
50 years of New 
Zealanders’ reports of en¬ 
counters with 
unidentified flying 
objects. 

Most files suggest natu¬ 
ral explanations for the 
sightings, such as 
meteors and reflections 
off boat lights.

The files also cover the 
country’s best-known 
UFO mystery in 1978 in 
the southern island town 
of Kailcoura. A cargo 
plane reported strange 
lights following it and air 
traffic controllers detect¬ 
ed radar blips they could 
not explain. 


The documents 
showed the government 
carefully took note of 
such reports, even if 
some citizens received 
only a polite thanks for 
their theories.

Helen Mirren says she was 
compelled to make The 
Debt, a fact-based Holo¬ 
caust drama about a for¬ 
mer Mossad agent forced 
to confront her past as a 
Nazi hunter. 

“This film, it’s my histo¬ 
ry,” Mirren says. “I was 
born after the war but only 
just, and I was brought up 
with (the war) very present 
in my youth. It was only 10 
years before. It’s like noth¬ 
ing when I think of it 
now.” 

Born Ilyena Mironov to 
a British mother and Russ¬ 
ian father, Mirren wants to 
recognize what she calls 
“that profound part of liv¬ 
ing histoiy. Americans in 
general have no idea of the 
suffering in Europe. It’s 
still very much a part of 
the present. You can feel 


it.” Mirren is currently in 
Hungary shooting The 
Door, which is also set in 
the same war-weaiy mi¬ 
lieu. 

“I play this Hungarian 
peasant, a housekeeper, a 
cleaner,” she says. “It’s a 
kind of histoiy of Hungaiy, 
a histoiy of the suffering of 
the Hungarian people 
through World War II, 
through communism, and 
so I think that’s what she 
symbolizes. It’s quite heavy 
and quite surreal and quite 
Hungarian.” 

On a lighter note, Mir¬ 
ren addresses her recent 
upsurge in popularity, her 
film roles and that sex- 
symbol vibe. 

“I guess it’s a good 
thing,” she says, laughing. 
“But all things pass. We 
can’t get wedded to any¬ 
thing, and I hope the pub¬ 
lic doesn’t get wedded to it 
either, because then they 
get really cross with you 


when it’s not the case any¬ 
more. Somehow it’s your 
fault, you know! 


“And I expect that to 
happen any minute. 
They’ll say, ‘She used to be 


sexy. What happened? 
How could she have done 
this to us?”’

T hese days the malls are 

festooned with Christmas 
decorations by October, and 
Starbucks has its yuletide 
mugs out before the leaves 
have even turned. Last year a 
new version of A Christmas Carol 
opened in early November, and on TV A 
Christmas Story played for 24 solid 
hours on Dec. 25. It’s easy to get Christ- 
mased-out long before the big day rolls 
around. There’s too much tinsel, too 
many in-your-face Santas, but for movie 
fans it’s possible to get a taste of the hol¬ 
idays without having to watch James 
Stewart contemplate ending it all. 

Here are some Christmas movies for 
people who don’t like Christmas movies: 

Creepy Christmas 

There are dozens of Christmas horror 
films with names like Silent Night, Dead¬ 
ly Night, but they’re still too Christmasy 
for this list. I’m thinking more along the 
lines of American Psycho: who can forget 
Wall Street serial killer Patrick Bateman 
(Christian Bale) wearing reindeer 
antlers? Or, for that matter, the 
Christmas Eve viral outbreak that 
decimates the planet in I Am Legend. 

Noel Noir 

Lots of action/crime movies use 
Christmas as a setting, so much so that 
Die Hard and its sequel, both set on 
Christmas Eve, are regularly played as 


part of TV Christmas marathons. Others 
you may have forgotten are Lethal 
Weapon (Jingle Bell Rock plays during 
the opening credits), Goodfellas (The 
Ronettes sing Frosty the Snowman dur¬ 
ing a Christmas party, and later Henry 
Hill (Ray Liotta) gives his wife a wad of 
bills as a Christmas present) and L.A. 
Confidential, which opens on “Bloody” 
Christmas, 1951, when dozens of police¬ 
men beat seven incarcerated Latino 
men. 


You Sleigh Me 

Looking for holiday laughs? 

According to Monty Python’s The Mean¬ 
ing of Life, every day in Heaven is Christ¬ 
mastime, complete with dancers dressed 
as sexy Santas. In Trading Places we first 
see Dan Aykroyd drunk and decked out 
as Santa on a bus eating crusted food 
stuck in his beard. Even funnier is Ferdi¬ 
nand the duck’s alarming exclamation 
“Christmas means carnage!” in the 
movie Babe. 

Mistletoe Melodrama 

Let’s face it, Christmas brings a gamut 
of emotions, not just love and goodwill, 
and that’s precisely why yuletide scenes 
are so effective in dramas. Far From 
Heaven, the Todd Haynes film about fam¬ 
ily secrets, uses a drunken Christmas 
party to unveil some hard truths. And, of 
course, without the Christmas scene in 
Citizen Kane there would be no Rosebud 
mystery.

Gulliver’s Travels

Jack Black’s latest film 
might be called Gulliver’s 
Travels, but the only things 
it shares with Jonathan 
Swift’s masterful satire is 
the title, the land of little 
people named Lilliput and 
a scene in which Gulliver 
empties his bladder to put 
out a fire. 

Unless there’s a giant ro¬ 
bot battle not available in 
most editions of the novel, 
it has to be assumed that 
no one involved with this 
production bothered to 
read it. Instead they decid¬ 
ed it would be a good idea 


to have a giant Jack Black 
try to teach an 18th-centu¬ 
ry society about Star Wars. 
Somehow, against all odds, 
the final movie turned out 
to be even worse than that 
description sounds. 

The once entertaining 
Black hasn’t found a proj¬ 
ect suited to his skills since 
School Of Rock, and it’s 
painful to watch him em¬ 
barrass himself as a slacker 
mail clerk who is 
transported to Lilliput 
through the Bermuda Tri¬ 
angle (no exaggeration, 
that’s what happens). This 
abysmal movie is so ill con¬ 
ceived that it’s hard to 
imagine even young 
children being forgiving 
enough to find it entertain¬ 
ing.

Cory Parsons simply won’t 
let adversity keep him out 
of the kitchen. 

Thirteen years ago, the 
budding chef from 
Nanaimo, B.C., was severely 
injured in a diving accident 
that left him a quadriplegic. 

He had been apprentic¬ 
ing in the restaurant indus¬ 
try since the age of 12, but 
his life was totally disrupt¬ 
ed as he came to terms with 
the new reality of his physi¬ 
cal disability. 

“But somehow I wanted 
to get back into the food in¬ 
dustry," says Parsons, 36. 

“Obviously with the level 
of injury I have, carrying a 
box of wine in a restaurant 
and working 14-hour days 
was not possible," he says. 

Then the idea of writing 
a cookbook came to him, 
and the result is uplifting. 
His first cookbook. Cooking 
with Cory: Inspirational 
Recipes for the Fearless 
Cook (Whitecap $29.95, pa¬ 
perback), is “a dream come 
true.” 

“I typed most of the 
book with one finger,” says 
Parsons. Then he discov¬ 
ered voice recognition soft¬ 
ware, which helped him 
finish the book. 

As a personal trainer to 


others who are disabled. 
Parsons is a proponent of 
healthy, fresh and sustain¬ 
able ingredients. 

Readers will be able to 
savour his recipes including 
Cory’s Green Coconut Cur¬ 
ly Prawns, Crispy Crunchy 
Crabcakes and Barbecued 
Tenderloin Steak with Goat 
Cheese. 

His book also offers tips 
on tools and ideas that en¬ 
able the handicapped to ne¬ 
gotiate their kitchens 
without fear. 

“I have become quite 
skilled in the kitchen,” he 
writes in the introduction. 
“The adaptions include low¬ 
ered countertops, plenty of 
room to manoeuvre my 


chair and an array of care¬ 
fully chosen kitchen uten¬ 
sils.” 

He also addresses the ad¬ 
justment he has had to 
make since the accident in 
choosing the foods he can 
eat. 

”1 have had adverse reac¬ 
tions to some foods, which 
has forced me to change 
my diet," he says. A severe 
reaction to processed salt 
has led Parsons to choose 
Himalayan pink salt, which 
is unrefined. 

After the accident. Par¬ 
sons returned to university 
and studied psychology, 
recreational therapy and 
earned a diploma in crisis 
counselling.

The simmering feud be¬ 
tween Donovan McNabb 
and Mike Shanahan and his 
son continued Thursday 
with a blistering statement 
from the quarterback’s 
agent. 

Fletcher Smith took aim 
directly at the Washington 
coach and Kyle Shanahan, 
the Redskins’ offensive co¬ 
ordinator, for the way they 
have handled the benching 
of his client. 

Smith said the bad blood 
between the quarterback 
and the Washington coach¬ 
es is due to McNabb’s sug¬ 
gestions for improving the 
Redskins’ offence. 

“I believe there is tension 
between Donovan and Kyle 
that’s rooted in the fact that 
Donovan has suggested 
modifications to Kyle’s of¬ 
fence based on intricacies 


Donovan has learned in his 
NFL career,” Smith wrote. 
“For example, Donovan has 
asked all year that the team 
run more screen passes to 
help manage the pass rush 
more effectively. Ironically, 
Kyle decided to employ 
Donovan’s suggestions af¬ 
ter he unceremoniously 
benched him on Sunday.” 

McNabb listened to ques¬ 
tions from reporters Thurs¬ 
day while sitting in his car 
after practice, but did not 
answer before driving off. 
He was benched before last 
Sunday’s game against Dal¬ 
las and told by Mike Shana¬ 
han that he would not play 
the remainder of the sea¬ 
son. Smith said in a state¬ 
ment that the Shanahans 
have made comments that 
go beyond disrespectful and 
“unprecedented for a six¬ 


time Pro Bowl quarterback 
such as Donovan.” 

Smith said the com¬ 
ments made by the Shana¬ 
hans — “both Mike and 
more specifically Kyle” — 
have made the quarter¬ 
back’s relationship with 
Washington difficult to 
maintain. 

Late Thursday, Mike 
Shanahan responded with a 
statement of his own. 

“As I stated earlier, when 
I traded for Donovan McN¬ 
abb I had hoped that he 
would lead us to the play¬ 
offs,” Mike Shanahan said. 
“No one wanted him to be 
more successful than me. 
When the team was 5-8 and 
mathematically out of the 
playoffs, I made the deci¬ 
sion to evaluate our other 
two quarterbacks.”
